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St. Louis Scores a Point in the 
World’s Fair Contest. 


The Special Committee Resolution 
Adopted by the House. 


Chicago’s Desperate Effort to Defeat the 
Resolution and Have the Entire Matter 
Referred to the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee—The Special Committee Clothed 
With Full Power—New York Strongly in 
Favor of Postponement—Goed Work by 
the Missouri! Members in Cengress—The 
Local Fund. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 17.—Great interest 
was taken in the vote upon the World’s Fair 
question in the House to-day. Members rep- 
resenting the competing cities were active in 
consolidating their forces and in keeping 
theif men in line. Dozens of mem- 
bers kept tally and every vote was 
closely scanned. The most energetic of 
the Chicago men were Messrs.Cannon,Mason, 
Lawler and Smith. St. Louis was mar- 
shalled by Messrs. Hatch, Dockery, Frank 
and Bland, while the New York interests were 
attended to by Messrs. Flower, Farquhar and 
Cummings. The result of the contest is that 
a special committee of nine members will be 
appointed without receiving any instructions. 
It may choose tne site if itsees fit, but itis 
more probable thata determination of that 
question will be relegated to the House. 

The windy city’s supporters made a desper- 
ate effort to defeat the special committee res- 
olation, but were over matched by the St. 
Louis, New York end Washingion adherents. 
As the matter now stands Chicago’s little 
game to steal a march on the chief competi- 
tor, St. Louis, was neatly blocked. 

YESTERDAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 

Inthe House yesterday Chicago losta big 

point in the contest. The Chicago representa- 


tives were fighting to have the gelec- 
of a site for the fair referred 
Foreign Affairs Committee, 
is composed of men. favorable 
to Chicago. The other cities opposed this and 
worked for a special committee. A resolution 
was reported from the Committee on Rules 
providing for the reference of the matter of 
site to a special committee. Mr. Cannon of 
Illinois brought in a minority report 
nd gs for the reference to the 
oreign Affairs Committee. A vote taken 
on the substitute resulted in the 
vote of 137 ayes to 134 noes. On the question 
of adopting the report of the committee as 
amended by the substitution of the minority 
report, the proposition was lost bya vote of 
130 yeas to 135 noes. 

Mr. Springer moved to reconsider this vote, 
and Mr. Bland of Missouri moved to lay the 
motion onthe table. The House adjourned 
without action on these motions. 


In the House. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 17.—In the House 


T to-day Mr. MeKinley called up his motion to 


table the motion to reconsider the vote by 
which the House yesterday refused to substi- 


tute the resolution reported by the Committee 
on Rules (as amended by the adoption of the 
Cannon resolution) jor the original resolution 
offered by the committee. The motion to 
table the motion to reconsider was agreed to— 
yeas, 144; nays, 142. 

The question then recurred on the adoption 
of the original resolution, as follows: 

Resolved, That a select committee of nine 
members be appointed by the Speaker, to 
be called the World's Fair Committee, to 
which shall be referred all matters relating to 
the proposed celebration of the 400th anniver- 
sary of the discovery of America or the 
World’s Fair of 1892. 

The resolution was adopted—yeas 141, nays 
136—Mr. Springer of Lllinoils changing his vote 
from the negative to the affirmative in order 
to enter a motion to reconsider. 

Mr. Springer said that he only desired that 
the committee should be instructed to report 
next week to the House a plan by which the 
‘location might be selected. As it now stood, 
the committee would be authorized to select 
the location. He withdrew his motion to re- 
consider, stating that he would trust to the 
fairness of the committee and of the House. 

Mr. Flower of New York introduced the New 
York World’s Fair bill and it was referrea to 
the special committee when appointed. 

Mr. Raine of New York offered a resolution 
increasing the membership of that committee 
from nine to thirteen. Referred tothe Com- 
mittee on Rules. 


The Postponement Question. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

New Yoru, Jan. 17.— With reference to the 
talk about the postponement of the exposi- 
untii 1893, Chauncey M. Depew said that while 
in Washington he had heard that idea ad- 
vanced, emanating from some men of 
prominence and influence, who were actuated 


by a desire to eliminate the possible political 
complication from the exposition problem. 
He did not think that the idea prevailed to 
any great extent, but its very existence showed 
the trend of sentiment towards having 
the exposition in New York. Those who ad 

vance the 1893 argument do so apee the ground 
that at that timethe faircan be held here, 
where it ousht to be held, with no possibile 
danger to the Republican party. Mr. Depew 
thought that it was only an easy way of bow- 
ing to the inevitable. People do not like to 
surrender without a show of resistance, and 
the proffer of terms of capitulation are al- 
ways in order from an opponent. 

The absolute elimination of any possible 
taint of partisanship from the management of 
the exposition,’’ said Mr. Depew, and the 
utter impossibility from the composition of 
the Board of Incorporators of any political 
advantage accruing to any political party, was 
so forcibly and unanswerably portrayed to the 
Senate Committoe that there is no longer a 
peg to hand a political argument upon. There 
is no good excuse for delaying the exposition 
until 1893 for the sake of politics. Oongress, 
if it thinks necessary, may add any additional 
safeguards it desires to prevent the intrusion 
of politics into the project.’’ 


Favorable to dt. Louis. 


In the opinion of those who have been 
watching the interests of the candidacy of 
St. Louis for the World's Fair the cause of this 
city was very much advanced by the course 
that the discussion on the matter took yes- 
terday in the House of Representatives. A 
telegram was received this morning from S. 
W. Cobb, stating that all through st. Louis 
had made great gains at the expense of her 


rivals and this without in any way having 
done anything that could be a fair 
subject for criticism. In fact no decided 
action was required, asthe adversaries of St. 
Louis had apparently gone to work to play 
the game of this city. . 
PLAYING ITS OPPONENT'S GAME. 
Mr. Cobb wrote a letter afew days ago in 
which the plans of the Chicago men, who 
forced the fighting, were outlined, and the 
event has proved that his diagnosis of the sit- 
uation was correct. Those who have not fol- 
lowed the course of the canvass carefully will 
not be‘likely to realize the importance to St. 
Louis of yesterday’s proceedings in the 
House. From the first it was determined by 
the managers of the St. Louis canvass 
to avoid anything like sectionalism, and to 
make the fighton the merits ofthe city. It

To many of the Western representatives it 
was evidently a matter of comparative indif- 
ference which city gained the vrize, so long 
as the exposition was kept away from the sea- 
coast. Chiéago announced herself es the 
leader of this sentiment, and its strength was 
far greater than any that city can bring to 
bear on its own account. St. Louis 
voted against making the issue a sectional 
one and thus gained scores of friends among 
the Eastern Congressmen, who declared that 
if Chicago seemed likely to get the fair 
they would change their votes to st. Louis 
and turn the seale. While it was evident 
that those favoring a Western location had a 
majority of the votes, it was also made plain 
that a majority of these would be satisfied 
with either St. Louis or Chicago, and the 
action of the latter city has assured the sup- 
port of the East to theformer should the 
question be narrowed down to those two. 
Taken altogether, yesterday saw the best 
day’s work done for St. Louis that has yet 
been avcomplished. 


AHEAD OF TIME. 


Peculiar Effect of the Weather on the Fish 
Business. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 17.—Among the pecu- 
liar antics of the present winter is the extraor- 
dinary effect produced upon the fish busi- 
ness. Afish dealer sald yesterday that the 
weather has pushed the fish season ahead of 
time just about six weeks. 

We do not look Into the alr,’’ said he, for 
flying birds to tell us that summer is coming, 


but look to the water for the first shad or 
other warm weather fish as the harbinger of 
spring. Amongthe summer fish we are al- 
ready handling are spots, Spanish mackere! 
and trout. This month we have had trout that 
were caught in the Rappahannock River. They 
usually come about April. 
shad fromthe Chesapeake Bay that are at 
least six weeks ahead oftime. We got some 
from North Carolina that should tn the reg- 
ular course of things have come next month, 
and since last Friday we have had 5,000 shad 
from Florida. Atthis time of the year we 
ought to be selling lake fish from the West, 
but we are not, as the others are taking their 
place.

ASHLAND, Wis., Jan. 17.—Detectives here 
have seoured clews by which they may clear 
up a murder mystery... Several years ago the 
body ofa jeweler named welt, who came 
from Grand Rapids, Mich. was discovered in 
a barn with a bullet hole through his head. A 
man who was suspected of murdering him has 
left the city, but another suspect is now sup- 


posed to be inthis vicinity. The wife of the 
deceased lives with her parents at Erie, Pa. 
Wells’ effects were returned to her, but a dia- 
mond pin is miasing, and by tracing that, the 
detectives have hopes of securing their man. 
The relatives of the murdered man appear de- 
termined to find the real culprits, and before 
long something may be done in bringing the 
guilty ones to justice.

Against Great Britain: 


English Residents of Lisbon Vic- 
tims of the Public Animosity. 


Spanish Republicans Expressing Sympathy 
for Pertugal— English Employes of 
Portuguese Houses Discharged—Death 
ef the Oldest Member of the English 
Parliament—Grain Porters Strike at 
Liverpool—Belgium to Have a Universal 
Exposition—Foreigna News. 


Lisnox, Jan. 17.—The English residents of 
this city, who have been victims of the public 
animosity occasioned by the attitude of Eu- 
gland towards Portugal, propose to appoint a 
deputation to wait on Lord Salisbury to urge 
Great Britain to adopt a more conoillatory 
poiloy. Thefeellng toward England is very 
bitter. Many English employes of Portuguese 
houses have been discharged. 

SPANISH SYMPATHY. 

MADRID, Jan. 17.—The proposed public 
meeting to be held in this city on Sunday by 
Republicans for the purpose of expressing 


sympathy with the Portuguese in their digpute 
with England has been abandoned, The Re- 
publicans intend, however, to visit the Portu- 
guese Legation and leave their cards as an ex- 
pression of sympathy. 

NEW DANGERS AHEAD. 

LONDON, Jan. 17.—1n contrast to the excited 
state of popular feeling in Lisbon and other 
cities of Portugal over the action of the 
British Government inthe Southeast African 
dispute, the English public is singularly 
apathetic. Though the late Portuguese Min- 
istry accepted the ultimatum of rd Salis- 
bury, perforce, there is no guarantee that the 
new Government will acquiesce In the action 
of their predecessors in office, but there is 
rather a great likelihood that the popular 
clamor and a desire to disarm the RepuDlican 
element by an appeal to their patriotism, will 
impel the Ministry to undo the action of the 
Gomes Government and engage in a hopeless 
Hght for the preservation of the national 
dignity and honor, trusting to the sympatby 
of the powers to 'nterfere in their behalt. 

VIOLATED THE BERLIN TREATY. 

PARIS, Jan. 17.—The Figaro says that Portu- 
gal has complained to Prince Bismarck that 
Great Britain has violated the Beriin treaty. 
She therefore asks that a conference be con- 
voked to discuss African affairs. 


England. 


LONDON, Jan. 17.—Mr. Christopher Rice 
Mansel Talbot, Liberal member of the House 
of Commons for the Middle Division of Gla- 
morganshire, is dead. In point of service 


Mr. Talbot was the oldest member of the 
House of Commons, having sat for the county 
uninterruptedly for sixty years.

VIENNA, Jan. 17.—The results of the Ger- 
man-Czech conference held in this city have 
exceeded expectations. The conference has 
succeeded in reconciling all the differences 
between the Czechs and Germans in Bohemia. 


Belgium.

TERRIBLE BRUTALITY. 


A Mischievous Boy Kuocked Down, Kicked 
and Beaten by a Grocer’s Clerk. 


A tale of terrible cruelty was told in the 
Court of Criminal Correction this afternoon, 
which will cost John Philipe just $100 and 
costs. Philipe is a clerk in the employ of M. 
Kahmann, a grocer doing business at 


the corner of Chouteau avenue and Josephine 
street. On December 2 Mr. Kahmann noticed 
thata number of small boys living inthe 
neighborhood had taken his delivery 
wagon from his yard and were baul- 
ing it away in great giee half 
a block down the street.

His 
shoulder blade was cut, his chin bleeding 
and the skin torn from a big bruise on 
the forehead. The injuries to his 
stomach appeared to have been the most 
severe, medical attendance being reqnired 
for some time. Philipe and his employer both 
testified that the defendant had not injured the 
boy and endeavored to prove that the boy 
had been hurt by falling from the wagon 
when he saw the clerk coming in pursuit.

THE UNKNOWN DEAD.

J. L. Sennott, Coroner of Monroe County, 
III., writes to Chief of Police Huebler in re- 
gard to the identification of a woman’s body 
found in the river at Harrisonville, III., a few 
days ago. A description is given, as fol- 
lows: 

White female, about 2 years of age, 5 feet 
8 inches tall, and weighing ip the vicinity of 


135 pound She was dressed in a sult of sa 
thin, strin6d material, white Dudu 
brown stockings, size 4 button shoes—al 
new. In her pocket were found 
a bunch of keys, a pair ot black kid gloves, 
two white handkerchiefs anda check of the 
Ancbor steamer Commonweaith No. 59. One 
of her ear-rings, which were square, plated, 
with black set and raised white dove, was 
broken. 

The deceased was almost bald, and wore a 
small brown wig. The body had been in the 
water some time, and showed no marks of 
violence, with the exception of a smal! cut on 
the chin. An inquest was held, and the re- 
mains intered in a cemetery’ near Harrison- 
ville. The writer thinks the body is that of 
one Mary Anderson who disappeared from St. 
Louis several months ago. 

The police made a careful search of the 
records here in compliance with a request 
from the coroner of Monroe County, III., but 
could find no record of any woman of the 
nameof Mary Anderson, who answered the 
description of the woman.

The receipts from the sale 
Of stamps, money-orders, postal notes and 
box rents, with the deposits from other 
offices, less the disbursements of the day, are 
deposited in the Sub-Treasury. 

UNDER THE ADMINISTRATION OF MR. HYDE 
ithas been seldom that the Postmaster was 
indebted to the Government. 
has nearly always been the otherway. The 
reason for that lies in this: Many email offices 
do not always pay their nses, and the 
postmasters report to Washington that they 
are entitled to credits ranging from Si to some 
thousands of dollars on a quarter’s business.

‘tramp.’ The boy is notatramp. He was a 
discharged soldier and Maj. Bernard should 
have used thatterm. Ithink the application 
of the epithet very undignified. We did 
not complete the examination. We shall 
fini<h it Saturday, and then I shall see what 
can be done forthe boy. I think he deserves 
belp more than punishment. He has suffered 
enough.

A SOLDIER OF WATERLTLOO. 


Antone Sanders Dies in His 98th Year—His 
History. 

Antone Sanders, one of the oldest residents 
of St. Louis, anda 
surviver of the 
battle of Waterloo, 
was buried this 
morning at 9 
o’clock, from the 
home of his grand- 
child, Casper San- 
ders, 1430 Angel- 
rodt street, to the 
Holy Trinity 
Church, Four- 

F teenth and Mallin- 
ckrodt streets. Re- 
quiem mass was 

Antone Sanders. celebrated by 
Father Joseph Schroeder, after which the re- 
mains were interred in Calvary Cemetery. 
Mr. Sanders was 97 years, 4 months 
and 15 days old, looked the picture 
of perfect health up to within 


a few days of his death. He did not appear to 
be over 70 years. His mind was particularly 
active untilthe last. He was born in Reith- 
berg, Prussia, in 1793. He was in his 22d year 
a figure in the great battle of Waterloo. 
He was in the Prussian cavalry 
and he won a mention for bravery. 
One of his rewards for bis service was a bullet 
shot throuvh his right leg and another 
through the skin of his neck. He came to St. 
Louis in 1830, when the Northern end of the 
city was known as the German settlement of 
Baden.

The tariff hearings before the House 
Ways and Means Committee have thrown 
little light on the particular imperfections 
of the present tariff schedule. The repre- 
sentatives, of each industry want the tariff 
they now have or more and free raw ma- 
terials; the producers of taxed raw ma- 
terials want the present tax retained and 
in some cases increased. 

The committee is therefore involved in 

amaze of conflicting personal, class and 
combine interests. The hearings have 
merely brought into glaring prominence 
the injustice of the whole protective system 
and the folly of the Government attempt- 
ing to build up this or that industry at the 
expense of another and of the whole 
country. They prove that industries 
which are given protection as infants 
never get out of swaddling clothes as long 
as they can depend upon public pap. Men 
who count their dollars by the millions 
have the assurance to go before the com- 
mittee and plead for discriminating duties 
in behalf of their industries on the 
ground that they cannot support them- 
selves without it. 
The demand for free raw materials only 
is another intensely selfish demand, for if 
the raw materials are freed from their 
burdens without a proportionate reduction 
of the tariff on the goods manufact- 
ured out of them the discrimination and 
injustice are doubled and the opportuni- 
ties of the beneficiaries to make profits are 
vastly increased. But the people are as 
heavily taxed as ever. 

The miserable scramble of favor beg- 
gars now exhibited in Washington will 
continue until Congress throws over the 
treatment of the tariff as a matter of petty 
policy and particular interests for the 
broad statesmanlike basis of sound printvi- 
ples of justice and the good of the whole 
people.

CARNEGIE to extort from Duluth ship- 
builders $60 per ton for 5,000 tons of steel 
plates, which could have been bought in 
Glasgow for half the money. The lake 
vessels, to the cost of which the tariff has 
added this $150,000, will be used in carry- 
ing Northwestern wheat to foreign free 
trade markets, and this extra cost will of 
course be added to the freight charges 
and ultimately come out of the pockets 
of wheat growers.

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made against this monopolistic corporation 
It is admitted that it can be the sole bia- 
der for thle new lease of the seal islands, 
and a genuine investigation of its af- 
fairs and methods will prove the truth or 
falsity of the charges. Congress, at 
least, should know what it is doing before 
turning over valuable privileges to the 
company.

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REPORTS THAT THE BRANHAM CROWD HAS 
NOT YET GIVEN UP ITS BILL. 


The Gas-Works People May Offer to File 
Their Bond With the City Register and 
Claim That the Veto Is illegal—How 
Some of the Mayor's Friends Bet and 
Lest 


The Branham gas bill has been vetaed, but 
it isnot dead yet. It may be dragged out 
again andthe probability is that it will be, 
for there is an undercurrent of rumors that 
have their foundation in facta. A vetoed 
bil ougut to have been forgotten 
days ago and would under ord- 
nary circumstances, but the peculiar 
incidents connected with this veto, the 
uniqueness of the veto itself, and the deter- 
mination of the Branham-Johbnson- Hardesty 
combination not to give up the bill if it can 
be maintained upon any ground whatever 
have kept it still before the public mind and 
still the people are talking about it as 
one of the awful vossibilities. This and 
the rumors ip ciroulation concerning the 
intentions of the Branham ‘crowd have 
renewed interest inthe bill because of the 
certainty thatthe promoters are trying to get 
the franchise which that bill signed would 
have granted them. They know it was a val- 
adle franchise; they know that they had all 
the pegs set for the signing of the bill; they 
know that the bill was signed and the approval 
of the Mayor attached thereto. 

It is not often that that crowd is surprised, 
but they certainly were surprised when Mayor 
Noonan announced bis pecullar veto of that 
bill, They couldn’t draw a breath for two 
days. They did not want to lose that fran- 
chise and they had no idea that they 
would do so. They thought the Mayor’s ap- 
proval was as sure a8 sunrise and when he 
vetoed the bill he created consternation in 
their ranks. 

WHAT THEY LEARNED. 

But they recovered from the ir surprise and 
then began to find out what the explanation 
ofthat veto was. What they learned was 
that the bill was signed, allexcept the date, 
on Saturday, December 28, and a friend of 
the Mayor saw it. The friend went down on 
the street with this information concealed on 
his person and found other friends of the 
Mayor and himself who, like himself, were 
not averse to turning an honest dollar, and 
he told them that the bill had been signed and 
put in the executive safe. Then they went 
out and yentured their valuable stuff on what 
they thought the certain action of the Mayor. 
They betthat the bill would be signed, and 
they bet some large sums, too, 

Everything went along smoothly until De- 
cember 31. The Mayor didnot propose to 
announce bis actionon that day. He would 
have walted as long as possible before mak- 
ing known hisapproval of the bill, but his 
friends got around him, talkedto him about 
the necessity of vetoing the bill, of the 
stories Ed Butler was telling to Jim 
Campbell and they said that it would be far 
better forthe Mayor if be vetoed the bill than 
if he signed it and they persuaded him to veto 
it. How he discussed getting his signature off 
the bill and bow he interjected the word 
„not“ before the word approved, bas all 
been told in the Post-DISPATCH. Then the 
veto was made a present to the people of St. 
Louis on New Year’s Day. 

QUESTIONING THE VETO. 

Now, it is said on excellent authority, 
though the Branham people deny it, that that 
veto is to be contested. The method by which 
it is to be reached is this: The Branham 
people will prepare their bond just 


as ifthe bill had been approved and file or 
attempt to file their bond witb the City Regis- 
trar. They will announce their intention to 
go ahead, build their works and lay their 
mains. Then when an objection is raised by 
the city authorities on the ground 
that the bill was vetoed, they will 
claim that it was notand take the case into 
court. The position which they will take is 
one that has already been suggested by the 
PosT-DIsPATCH; that as soon as the Mayor 
signed the bill it became a law and the franchise 
was theirs; that being a law it could not be 
nullified by the Mayor any more than a law 
could be wiped off the books at the will of His 
Honor, and he had no more right to insert the 
word ‘‘not’’ before the word ‘‘approved’’ 
than he had to insert a clause in the bil!. 
LEGAL OPINIONS DIVIDED. 

There is a diversity of opinion upon this 
proposition among the lawyers. Some gay it 
could be maintained in court and others that 
it is based on a mere technicality and that it 
la one of those technical questions which 
courts, as a matter of public policy, 
are not Inclined to maintain. What view the 
courts will take of the matter is another ques- 
tion, but the information comes from frelia- 
ble sources that itis the firm intention of 
Branham and bis g@psociates to raisethe ques- 
tion and have it passed upon by the courts.

A Curious and Interesting Publication That 
Has a Subscriber Here. 


Khalil Hamul is a native of Alexandria, 
Egypt, but he lives here in St. Louis at 1635 
Morgan street. He receives daily one of the 
most interesting and curicus newspapers that 
is published anywhere in the world. It is the 

lexandrian daily paper called Al-Ahram, 
or The Pyramid. It ia a strange looking paper 
of four pages, filled with characters which re- 


mind one of the shorthand L but 
they are more compact and smaller. Ton 
read from right to left and begin at what 
would be the back of an American néwspaper. 
The character of the paper is 8 surprising to 
one unacquainted with the peop e of the coun- 
trv where itis printed. It is not at all the 
foolish, stapid sheet that one would 8 to 
find the easy going sons of Egypt publishing, 
buta live, wide-awake paper that manifests a 
good deal of enterprise.

A TIMELY SUGGESTION, 


How Miss Parks Saved Her stepmother 
From Being Buried Alive.

New York, Jan. 17.—Undertaker Joseph 
Bryan of Brooklyn had an unusual experience 
Wednesday, a week ago, the facts of which 
have just been made public. He was re- 
quested by Chas. Parks to call at the residence 
of Dr. W. C. Parks, a dentist, to prepare the 
body of the dentist’s wife for burial. When 
the undertaker arrived atthe house he was 


met by Mrs. Parks’ stepdaughter, who, ta his 
utter astonishment, informed him that her 
mother had been only in a trance and had re- 
turned to consciousness a few minutes after 
the messenger had departed, Mrs. Parks had 
been suffering with typhoid malaria. Tuesday 
night a week agothe patient was very low. 
The following morning Mrs. Parks swooned 
and remained in a trance state for fifteen min- 
utes. Her eyes closed and she apparently 
ceased to breathe. Her attendants, who be- 
came thoroughly alarmed, examined her and 
arrived at the conclusion that she was dead as 
they could not feelthe slightest pulse beat. 
During the excitement that prevailed, Chas, 
Parks, abrother of the dentist, went to the 
undertakers and requested him to come at 
once and prepare his sister-in-law’s body for 
burial. While the brother-in-law was out, 
Miss Parks suggested making another test so 
as to be positive as to the death of her step- 
mother. She tenderly lifted the head of the 
woman from the pillow and parting the lips, 
poured a half-teaspoonful of,brandy into her 
mouth, few minutes the

y, a arme an to the 
delight of all opened her eyes. Another dose 
of the stimulant was given ber and she re- 
vived. Her husband, the dentist, was III 
with pneumonia at the time and was not cog- 
nizgantofthe unusual occurrence. He died 
last Friday, two days after the event. The 
relatives of the sick woman, fearful that 
news ofthe death of her husband, if com- 
municated to her, would result fatally, kept 
her in ignorance ofthe event. On the day of 
the burial, however, she noticed Undertaker 
Bryan in the house, and divining his mission 
asked if her husband was dead and was told 
in the affirmative by someone in the house. 
The same person then related to the woman 
the facts In connection with her supposed 
death.

EW people out 
side of those 
directly inter- 
ested have any 
idea of the ex- 
tent or the ad- 
vantages of the 
Union Stoek 
Yards in North 
St. Louis. Why? 
Because the Big 
Four has per- 
siatently endeav- 
ored to ignore them, and to attract attention 
from them. The Union Stock Yards, how- 
ever,can get along without the Big Four. 
Admirably located, just south of the new 
bridge, built high and dry with perfect drain- 
age and shelter, and with dfrect connection 
with all the railroads and control of all the 
riyer trade, the company does not ask any 
odds from combine competitors. The yards 
are among the best arranged inthe country. 
A few years ago the national representatives 
of the Humane Society visited St. Louis. The 
Union Stock Yards was one of the 
places inspected. They were shown 
all over the grounds and in concluding 
said the yards were the finest, from a human- 
itarian point of view, in the country. They 
had seen nothing like it, and could not sug- 
gest any way in which the yards could be im- 
proved. 
THE UNION STOCK YARDS 
Co. was incorporated early in 1874, and opened 
for business on September 18 of that year. The 
officers of the company are: President, C. O. 
Mafiitt; Vice-President, Daniel @atilin; Gen- 
eral Manager, Don Me N. Palmer; Secretary 
and Treasurer, W. A. Ramsay. The yards 
cover twenty-seven acres of ground and are 
allunder roof. The shelter is complete, from 
the suns of summer as well as from the winds 
The drainage, too, is 
perfect. The double deck pens are models, 
the lower ones being as warm as a stable. 
Then there are ten acres at Venice, 
III., and a regular force of em- 


ployes, where cattle coming from or 
going to the East are transferred. These 


yards are directiy connected with all the 
railroads entering St. Louis or East St. Louis, 
so that stock is unloaded directly into the 
pens, and loaded out in the same way. 80 
far as the river trade is concerned, the Union 
Yards have complete control of it, both up 
and down. Another thing about the company, 
and one which deserves consideration, is that 
it Is strictly a St. Louis institution. There is 
not a dollar of outside capital in it, and the 
money earned is divided at home, instead of 
being sent away. 
THE MARKED FEATURE 

of the yards—and it is one which is not found 
at any other point in the country—is the num- 
ber of buyers attracted. This is, surprising 
to say, the only batehers’ market in the 
country. It is the only market where the 
shippers and butchers are brought together. 
Hence it is the only market where there 
is real competition. It is the only 
market which can lay any claim toa 
being a retail one. The veople who buy in it 
are represented by about 500 butchers and 
Morty-five packers, in addition to order buy- 
ers, speculators and stockers and feeders. 
With this army of buyers, all opposing each 
other, there is little chance for what is ordi- 
narily termed the speculator. This individual 
buys In one market to sell in another. The 


prices at the Union yard are generally such 
that he cannot do this. Sometimes he gets 
pinched and is compelled to do so, but he al- 
most invariably loses. He does, however, buy 
in other markets to sell here. In this specu- 
lation he buys in car loads to ship in here and 
sell in retail lots to the butchers, and thus 
get the advantage of a larger field of bidders. 
he competition brought about under these 
conditions is reaily very great. One not ac- 
— with it cannot have any idea of it.

and always will be. 
f fondly to any market not controlled by the 
Big our hint at a combination among the 
butchers. It is never claimed that it has been 
perfected, but itis always about being closed 
up. A second thought will convince any in- 
telligent man that this cannot be the case. 
The butchers cannot be brought into a bhying 
and selling combination or the trust, no more 
than can the hundred: of small grocersina 
city like St. Louis. They fixht each other on 
every side, and exert every energy to get 
ahead of competitors in securin choice 
animals. The sume ig true of the small packer. 
There are forty-five of these which 
depend upon the Union Yards for 
their supplies. They kill all the way from 
two carioads a week to eight carloads a day. 
On an average they kill about fitty carloads a 
day. In sécuring these they frequently resort 
to amusing tricks to get a carioad of choice 
stock. One buyer sees another in a pen of 
hogs that he wants himself. That buyer comes 
Out ot the pen if there is any wayto get him 
out, the tricks used often being of an amusing 
character, and if he don’t come out then 
there is liable to be some good bidding before 
the stock is disposed of. 
THE NEW BRIDGE 

willlikely be of great benefit to the Union 
yards, particularly in the order business. It 
will bring every road East aud West in direct 
nection with the yards without the neces- 
sity of transferring at the Venice yards. Com- 
ing on top of the improvement made in the 
last three or four years—and it has been as 
steady as anything could be—this will be ap- 
preciated. The growth of business last year 
can be seen by the following figures of re- 
ceipts:

of the St. Louls dairymen are supplied from 
here, and a person who has not deen around 
the yards during the season can have no idea 
as tothe extentof the demand. This trade 
alone aggregates thousands of head per 
annum, the average being probably pity 
carloads a week. It frequently bap- 
pens, however, during the ason 
that thirty to forty carloads are 
received and disposed of in one day. Then 
the season is a busy one, as the rush is so 
groat that the pens must be cleared as much 
as possible 80 as to be ready for the receipts 
of the next Gay. The dairymen and their 
representatives are sharp and close bidders 
also, and rival the butchers in their competi- 
tion. A choice cow and calf is certain to be 
bid up to their value, as choice cows are the 
ones wanted, and one is always more desir- 
able than another. The shippers of this class 
of stock recognize this feature of the Union 
Market, and never think of trying any other 
in disposing of such stock. Many of them 
make special efforts to gather up choice cows, 
in order to get the advantage of the sharp 
demand here. 
ANOTHER DISTINCTIVE CLA8S 
of buyers is composed of the stockers and 
feeders. As stated above, the receipts at the 
Union Yards are largely native. There are 
but few Texans to be disposed of here. This 
gress the yards @ greater attraction for the 
uyer fer this purpose. The stocker and 
feeder is of a class that buys for the purpose 
ofstocking farms in adjacent territory, for 
the purpose of feeding the stock up toa on- 
dition to go on the market and realize a good 
price for the feed, as well as compensation tor 
the work of feeding and handling. There are a 
number of these stockers and feeders in Mis- 
souri and lilinois, and a great many saies are 
made for both States. and particularly for the 
latter. Iowa, also, draws on this market for 
cettie to ve fed for beet purposes. The market 
is regarded by shippers as the best one in 
the country for thiaciass of stock, and they 
expect this part of the business of the yards 
to Increase very rapidly, as stocking and feed- 
ing increases, and as the new bridge will give 
greater advantages in shipping to Illinois 
points. 
IN-HORSES AND MULES 
the Union yards are increasing in importance 
rapidly. The St. Louis mule market is rec- 
ognized on all sides as the greatest one in the 
world, and the bulk of this stock passes 
through these yards. Last year there was also 
a wonderful increase in the number of horses 
and mules sold in the yards, without going to 
the sales stables. The demand for this room 
became eo great that it was necessary to add 
greatly tothe stable room, andthe manage- 
ment of the yards expects tobe compelled 
to make still further additions. The arrange- 
mentstor handling this class of stock are ad- 
mirable in every way. The shelter given the 
avimals is ofthe best, the pens are large and 
well arranged and drained and animals com- 
ing in off alongtripsoon reach as perfect a 
condition as when they first left the farm. The 
floors are so nice and soft that mules loaded 
outinto the pen almost without exception 
take a good roil before * touch the feed 
and water already provided for them. 
THE PEOPLE AROUND THE YARDS 
are of athriity and independent class. They 
bave all made their own way, and though 
they have been successful they do not feel 
like saying anything about it. So far as they 
are concerned the outside world would never 
know there was such a place as the Union 
Stock Yards, except those with whom they 
necessarily communicate or talk in daily 
business transactions. This is great, some of 
the commission men receiving hundreds of 
letters aday, but there the pu — ot the 
business stops, and hence many people do not 
nion Yards anything but a cattle 
So, too, with the packers. 
one guessing the number 
establishments around the  vards 
in which some part of the packing business 
is carried on, would hardly place it at more 
than a dozen, or twenty at the outside. 
They have been accustomed to them for 
years, and they do not stop to think of their 
number. Even those around the yards daily 
will be surprised to know that they foot up 
about fifty separate and distinct establisb- 
who are not tied up by any combine. 
THE COUNTRY PEOPLE 
coming into the yards are also of a thrifty, 
but somewhut modest class, They ship to the 
Union Yards because 99 timesin 100 they 
get better prices. Then they go home sutis- 
fied. But they are all proud of the yards, and 
of its management, and have faith in the men 
who do business there. A PoOstT- DISPATCH re- 
porter who visited the yards to-day, meta 
number ot them. They all said they regarded 
the Union Yards as the only protection they 
had from the influences of the Big Four 
people. The other yards in the West 
were all under their control, and every 
buyer knew just what every other buyer 
wanted or was going todo and stood out of 
his way and settied the difference later. Here 
everything was free. They had the satisfaction 
of knowing there was more than one purchaser 
fur what they had tosell, and that the bids 
mode were legitimate, and not the result of a 
private agreement or combination. They aleo 
recognized that the Union people have had a 
fight to reuch their present position, and they 
feel like doing everything they can to assist 
them in making it still stronger. They thought 
THE ‘‘POST-DISPATCH’’ MARKETS 
would do a great deal toward this. They 
have all been receiving the POsT-DISPATCH 
lately instead of the old postal cards on which 
the markets were sent out, and they are all, 
without exception, delighted with the change. 
The commission firms have all changed to 
this method of communicating the markets to 
shippers and would not return to the old sys- 
tem foranything, Their mails have ail been 
heavy lately with letters congratulating them 
on the change. 

J. W. Overstreet & Co. said they had had 
letters almost without number, all expressin 
satisfaction with the change, and hoping 
would be continued. They had also,hada 
number of their customers speak to thein Ver- 
sonally. 

Holt, Payne & Co. had several callers yes - 
terday, all of whom spoke first of the change 
that had been made, and congratulated them 
upon it. They had also had a large number of 
letters, in which pleasure and satisfaction 
were expressed. 

Blakely, Sanders & Co. had received over 
200 letters, and there had not been one which 
had not carried expressions of satisfaction 
and congratulation. 

Wheeler, James & Co. were particularily 
well satisfied with the situation. Their ous- 
tomers had generally written that they were 
vieased with the change, andthe market re- 
porte were perfect. 

Hull, Steel & Co. were like the others. 
They thought the market reports the best that 
could be made, and their customers were 
universally expressing their satisfaction with 
the change. .

ARCHBISHOP Keno GOLDEN JUBILEE 
TO BE MADE A GREAT EVENT. 


The Evangelical Lutheran Church Congre.- 
gation Makes an Appropriation to Repair 
the Damage Dene by the Ternade— 
Bishop iuttle to Preach at the Church 
of the Holy Communion—Ethical Society

; — HE visit of Arch - 
— bishop Ryan ot 
Puiladelphia to St. 
Louls has served 
to bring up a sub- 
ject which has the 
greatest interest 
for local Catholics. 
It is that next Au- 
gust will be the 
fiftieth anniver- 
sary of Archbishop 
Kenrick’s eleva- 
tion to the episco- 
acy. That the 
; event will be the 
oceasion for one of the greatest Catholic 
demonstrations which has ever occurred in 
this country there is little doubt. Archbishop 
Kenrick is the pioneer bishop of the West, 
and his golden jubilee as a bishop is 
consequently an important event in the 
church’s history in America. When he 
succeeded Bishop Rosata as Bishop of St. 
Louis, the diocese of which he had charge in- 
cluded the whole western and northwestern 
part of the country, Since then a number of 
new dioeses have been created and a great 
many of them have been given in charge to 
St. Louisan prelates. What is more, a number 
oftbem have been supplied with priests from 
the St. Louis diocese. The extent of church 
history, in which the venerable Archbishop 
bas been the most conspicuous figure, can be 
therefore understood, and the reason why the 
Catholios of the West wish to make his golden 
jubliee as a bishop an event long to be remem- 

bered, appreciated. 

4 meeting of the ciergy will be called a 
couple of months at least in adyance in order 
that those at a distance who wish to particl- 
pate may have plenty of time to prepare. 
The idea is to have a monster parade, which 
will eclipse anything of the kind ever seen in 
the West. All the bishops and as many of the

their pioneer Bishop. The aged Archbishop

The promise was given uader 

lowing circumstances: When the 
versary of the golden jubilee of his priest- 
hood was approaching Bishop Ryan, Chancel- 
lor Van der Sanden and others ofthe 41 
called upon him and asked his permission to 
celebrate the event in befitting style. 
He told them that he did not desire 
anything of the kind and if they got up any 
demonstration be would leave the city before 
the anniversary occurred. Secing that they 
felt slightly hurt by the positive way in which 
he sat down on them, he said to reconcile them 
to their disappointment: It I live until the 
fiftieth anniversary of my Episcopacy you 
can celebrate that event. 

Of course when the Archbishop made that 
promise he had no idea that he would live 
that long, and he regrets very much now that 
he ever gave it, There are severai living wit-

Archbishop Ryan recalled the promise at 
the banquet tendered him by the clergy Tues- 
day and said that he looked for the Catholics 
hereto make the eventa celebrated one in 
the church’s history in America.

The local crusade against intemperance was 
spiritediy inaugurated last night at Central 
Union Church, Eleventh and Locust streets, 
under the auspicces of the Good Templars.

John A. Sobieski, Mr. Sobieski owing to 
the fact that he was just recovering 
from an attack of la grippe, gid not 
take up any particular phase of the temper- 
ance question, giving instead forty-five min- 
utes of what he designated as hash. It 
proved very acceptable hash. His speech 
was largely anecdotal, and he kept the audi- 
ence laughing all the time. Incidentally he 
denounced men who talk, sing and pray for 
prohibition 364 days inthe year and on the 
one day remaining vote for drunken poli- 
ticilans. He strongly asserted that alcoholic

under which intoxicants could be used to ad- 
vantage in sickness.. He disproved the ex ist- 
ence of inherited taste for intoxicants by some 
amusing iliustrations.

A BIG BATCH OF BILLS 


NOW AWAITING THE CONSIDERATION OF 
THE CITY COUNCILMEN. 


Some Important Measures to Come Up Te- 
Night—Fixing the Pries of Gas—-The 
New Gas-Works Ordinance in the House 
—Sprinkling Figures—Sueing for Board— 
Municipal Matters. 


The Council and House of Delegates will 
hold regular meetings this evening. The 
Council will take up the Liadell Railway bill 
asa Committee of the Whole and try to make 
some sort of an arrangement to get through 
the strip of territory between Grand and Van- 
deventer avenues. There are only a few 
streets running east and west between 
the Narrow Gauge on the one side 
and the Citizens’ cable on the other, 
which can be used for street railroad pur- 
poses, but every time one of them is suggested 
it raises an indignant protest from the owners 
and residents on that street. The main dis- 
cussion to-night will be on the Finney avenue 
route, the protests from that locality being 
very strong. A committee from the neighbor- 
hood will descend upon the Council and have 
the route changed from Finney avenue or 
know the reason why it is not. The 
Central and Western bill will not 
come up until next Tuesday. It was expected 
that the Committee on Public Improvements 
would make areporton the Bell Telephone 
Conduit bill, but Mr. Vogel, the chairman of 
the committee, has not yet said what was to 
be done with the bill. The police salary bill if 
it is reported enrolled by the House will get to 
the Council to be signed by the President aft- 
er which it will de ready to go to the Mayor. 

The bill passed in the House fixing the price 


of gas at 90 cents per 1,000 oubdic feet, will be 
breughtup in the Council to-night for con- 
currence in the amendment which was made 
by the House bringing the price down to 90 
cents. 

The bill Increasing the number of firemen to 
each engine house will also be brought up. 

In the House of Delegates the new gas 
works ordinance will be reada second time 
and referred to a committee in all probability 
the one known as the Special Committee on 
Gas, of which Mr. Stone is Chairman.

Figures on Sprinkting. 


The bids and figures on the sprinkling con- 
tracts have brought to light some very inter- 
ost ing facts, aud have also afforded the de- 


feated bidders no little amusement at the 
expense of Dave Josephs, the President of the 
St. Louis Improved Street Sprinkling Co., 
which bid in nearly all of the contracts. 

The total costlast year was $132,861.90, and 
this year, thanks to Mr. Joseph's iow bids, 
only $122,546.62 for 886 miles, instead of 289 last 
year, or at a recuction of $10,315.28 
for forty-seven miles more of streets. 
No one, of course, objected to this 
very pleasing reduction, but it turns out that 
Mr. Josephs, in his anxiety to make a sure 
thing of the contracts he wanted, bid mueh 
lower than was necessary to get the contracts, 
The sum total of alt his contracts Is $75,316, 
while the sum total of the next lowest bids in 
the same districts is $5,662, so that Mr. 
Josephs put bis bids $20,346 below the figure 
he could have put them at and still obtained 
the contracts. In other words, to make 
things certain he beat himself out of about 


$20, 000. 

A little computation on the ficures at hand 
brings out some very interesting totals.

The Deceased Morganatioc Wife of the Duke 
of Saxe-Meinengen.

THE HARVARD BOYS HOT. 


OBNOXIOUS ORDER PROHIBITING THEM 
FROM TAKING PART IN CONTESTS. 


Entries te the Chicago Running Meeting— 
Herman Oelrichs and A. H. Curtis Leave 
the New York Athletic Clob—Jim Hart to 
Be Seeretary of the Chicago League 
Team—Racing, Base Ball and Other 
Sports.

, 9 Boston, Mass., Jan. 17. 


ARVARD COLLEGE 
athietics, hereafter, are 
to have all the latest 
kindergarten improve- 
ments. A Chinese wall 
is not to bé builtaround 
the college campus to 
prevent the boys going 
out nights. Not exactly 
that, butthey may not 
go overto New York or 
to Philadelphia or to 
many wicked places 
outside of dear old New 
England to engage in. 
any college sports. In 
fact New England must 
be their exclusive play- 
ground or they must 
have none at all. An edict by that awe-inspir- 
ing body known as the Athletic Committee of 
the faculty has said so. Here is the exact 
languare of it: a 

1. Harvard athletle organizations hereafter 
shall engage in inter-collegiate contests only 
n New England. 

2. This rule shall not apply to the Harvard 
Athletic Association for the academic year 
1889-90. 

3. That the athletic organizations and 
Graduate Advisory Committee be requested in 
framing agreements with other colleges to 
urge the following limitation on membership 
in university teams, it having been voted by a 
meeting of representative athietic graduates 
and under graduates held December 11, 1889, 
thatsuch limitation is expedient, provided 
other colleges should agree to its application 
in inter-collegiate contests. No one shall 
be a member of any university team whois 
not a candidate for the A. B. or S. B. degree 
or a special student in the college or scientific 
school.“ 

This order, of course, created a great sens a - 
tion in Cambridge and Boston yesterday. 
Harvard graduates and undergraduates talked 
of nothing else. The learned gentlemen of 
the faculty probably did not hear the criti- 
cisms passed on themselves and their con- 
duct, but the average Harvard man’s accom- 
plishment in the way of refined and masterly 
swearing emphasized itself wherever the 
students congregated. The boys are indig 
nant, disgusted and disappointed. 


Joined the Manhattans. 


At a regular meeting ofthe Board of Gov- 
ernors of the Manhattan Athietic Club held on 
Friday, January 3, Mr. Herman Oelrichs and 
Mr. A. H. Curtis were elected members of the 


club. Both of taese gentlemen were once ar- 
dent supporters of the New York Athletic 
Club, but since the opening of that organiza- 
tion’s spacious club-house in 1885 have ceased 
to take an active interest in the club’s doings. 
They are still members of the ‘Mercury 
Foot, although not workers for it. Each 
had an unnleasant experience inthe N. 1. A. 
C., and to these episodes the cause for their 
lack of interest is laid. 0 

Mr. Oelrichs’ trouble was brought about by 
the after affects of the grand feast which he 
gave the club on the occasion of the opening 
of the new club-ilouse. The club had spent a 
great deal of money on the building and yet 
it wanted to open it with appropriate cere- 
monies. Mr. Oelrichs was Chairman of the 
Building Committee and had worked most 
assiduously while the structure wus builid- 
ing. He capped the climax by offer- 
ing to give the opening dinner, 
and it being accepted, the banquet 
took place with greateclat. It cost the donor 
over $4,500, for the delicacies were plentiful 
and champagne could hardly be more abun- 
dant. One month later the annual election of 
officers was held and Mr. Oelrichs absolutely 
refused to run on any ticket or for any office, 
although he had been a prominent governor 
for several years previous. It was also 
noticed that he had not been in the new club 
house since its opening, and all manner of 
rumor was circulated. 

The reason which the more conservative 
element gave for his retirement is that a re- 
port was circulated to the effect that he had 
given the handsome dinner for political rea- 
sons, Mr. Oelrichs never after crossed the 
threshold of the club, and in the spring of 
1887, when Mr. Wm. R. Travers, the Presi- 
dent, died, he resigned. A committee from 
the club waited on him, and a withdrawal of 
his res'gnation was the result, but to this 
day, it is said, he has not been inthe club- 
house.

three years up to 1885, when he was defeated 
at the election that Mr. Oelrichs refused to 
figure in“ Mr. Curtis has frequented the 
buliding a great deal since his defeat, and 
thoroughly enjoys its privileges. Hetoida 
Sun reporter that he had joined the Manhattan 
Alhletic Club because he considered it a grow- 
ing organization which would soon have the 
largest and handsomest athletic club house in 
the worla, but he is stiil most friendly with 
his old organization, of which he is a life 
member. 


The Ward Case Under Advisement. 


17.—The motion of the Met- 
ropoliten Exhibition Co., to restrain John u. 
Ward from piaying with any other base ball 


organization than the New York League Club, 
was up for hearing in the Supreme Court 
Chambers yesterday. Judge Howland, Ward’s 
counsel, said the reserve“ claim in the con- 
tract did not hold a player for more than 
seven months. The National agreement con- 
tained three things which Were distasteful to 
the American people: Boycotts, trusts and 
slavery. Mr. Oboate for the League Club held 
that Ward in his new book on e ball ad- 
mitted that the reserve rule held a player for 
a year and it was absurd to deny that it did. 
Decision of the question was reserved.
